the Sentinel, touching these Arctic pos- 
sessions of purs. 
"Was Alaska a paying 


investment?" was asked. 


"It was unquestionably," he replied, 


even aside from political or diplomatic 
question. It is now paying as"a business 
investment. It is the great seal.ground of 
the continent. T le Alaska Fur Company 
pays the government $35,000 per year for 
the privilege of its seal fisheries, and in ad- 
dition to that they pay a royalty of 82.50 
for each seal taken. This company alone 
pays the government about $300,000 a 
year. The principal rookeries of the fur 
seal at present are the Pribytov Islands 
just north of the Aleutian chain and near 
Bering Straits. They swarm upon these 
islands in immense numbers. On St. Paul 
Island alone, in one year, the number of 
breeding seals and young was estimated at 
over 3,000,000. 
The seals arc as gentle us 


the civilized wearers of the garments 
which are made from their fur. 


"A killable seal—bachelor, called 'hol- 


luschuckie,' weighs about one hundred and 
fifty pounds. 
An eight-year-old seal 


weighs seven hundred pounds. The num- 
ber of seals taken each year is regulated 
by the condition of the fur market. They 
are not captured and killed promiscuously, 
but are selected with great care and taken 
In such a manner as to least disturb and 
frighten the remainder of the herd. A 
crew of seven or eight natives will go into 
a herd of several thousand, which remains 
quiet and undisturbed, and select the seals 
to be taken. These are not the voung, the 
females nor the males which are mated, 
but the bachelor seals who have failed to 
find a mate—who havo "got left'' and are 
hence very properly selected as being of 
least future~jVaIue in keeping up the seal 
population. 
They are ordinarily from 


three to four years old. 
These generally 


assemble by themselves, or having been 
picked out at the herd, they are driven 
away to a place apart from the rest and 
killed with clubs. Other valuable furs are 
secured by this company, among them that 
of the sea otter which is sometimes, al- 
though rarely, found in these waters. The 
value of the skin of a sea otter is about 
two hundred dollars. 
When driving the 


seals to the killing place great care is tak- 
en not to heat the animal, as heating it 
renders the skin much less valuable. 


"The whole coast of southeastern Alas- 


ka," said the Lieutenant, "is exceedingly 
picturesque and bold. Even the islands 
are mountainous. Wild beasts and game 
abound everywhere, bears, wolves, foxes 
and deer being very plenty. One cannot 
i step into the woods without coming across 
1 traces of bears which 'appear to be quite 
harmless and will retreat when approached. 
The forests are coniferous and the quanti- 
ty of fine timber immense. None of ft can 
be taken out of the province as yet. Alas- 
ka has but little of any form of government. 
It has not yet arisen to the distinction: of 
even a territorial government. The nation- 
al government appoints a governor and a 
few marshals and judges to keep order.; 


"The country has been neglected by the 


government and left to drift. 
Its only 


settlers are necessarily squatters, as there 
are no means by which a lot of land can, be 
purchased or a title deed given. The ques- 
tion of a territorial government and repre- 
sentation in Congress and laud offices is 
being discussed and these measures will 
come in time. 
There is plenty of rooni in 


Alaska for the overflow population of the 
civilized world for many years to come. 
Malthus might see here a chance for the 
indefinite postppneraent of the miseries! of ' 
over population. 


"The Alaskan natives are an inferior 


looking race resembling the Esquimaux, 
and are much given to drunkenness. The 
government forbids the transposition I of 
liquors into the province, but a good deal 
jiods its way there. Here, as every where, 
else, prohibition does not entirely prohibit. 
They distil a kind of vile intoxicant them- 
selveSj from sugar with other ingredients. 
The government knocks the distillerie^ to 
pieces wr en they can be found." 
I 


"It is raid that the fisheries of C'lat 


coast are very valuable," was suggested. 


"Yes," said Lieut. Snow, the wafers 


are full o: halibut and codfish, and the 
streams are literally swarming with sal- 
mon.

have caught them with my hands. 1 ijvill 
illustrate how plentiful they are—iind 
this is no fish story," said the Lieut., "but 
absolute fact. I went one day to a watter- 
.fall some ten feet in perpendicular heigjit. 
in a streati, to watch the salmon leap: to 
tbe wat^r above the fall. 
They wlcrc 


leaping in great numbers, and! now and 
then one would miss and fall back. 
Soon 


a large salmon fell upon the ledge at my 
feet and I went to work to dispatch it 
with a stone. I took time to do this Jnd 
while so employed, a do/en or more iine 
salmon fell around me, some alighting] on 
my back. It was rare sport for a time, 
but the fish were so plenty and so easily 
taken that the sport lacked the flavor of 
fishing where tile prey is scarcer and more 
wary. 


"For several hundred miles, southern 


Alaska is but a narrow strip extending 
down the coast to the British possessions. 
This strip is thought to be three leagues in 
width, but the eastern boundary of ic is 
not definitely fixed by treaty. "This will 
give rise to some troublesome questions' in 
the future, as the beds of the rivers pass- 
ing through this narrow strip, are rich] in 
gold. This will call some day for defiiite 
national limits. There are also vast coal 
deposits, in the country, but so far as yet 
developed, they show quite a mixture of 
lignite."
